Beating Engine. 





The engine illustrated on this page is 
of Scotch origin, resembling, as will be seen, 
a refining engine of the type usual in this 
country, but differing in the fact that it is 
set vertically, the smaller end of the cone 
The inventor describes 
it as being intended for use as a breaking en- 
gine and as a beating engine, claiming that 
time is saved and that there is added economy

tical section and Figs. 3 and 4 are horizon- 
tal sections of the rotating roll and the fixed 
casing respectively. Fig. 5 is a diagram 
illustrating the relative arrangements of the 
knives upon the roll and casing. 

The engine is made with a roll, 
usual conical form, placed with its axis ver- 
tical and working in a conical casing, S, the 
roll being armed with knives, to. Knives 
or bars, 11, are fixed in the casing, and 
while they may be like the fixed knives or 
bars of an ordinary engine, they do not 
merely occupy a small segment, but are 
fixed all around the casing. These fixed 
knives or bars, 11, may be formed on seg- 
mental plates, each plate being made with 
a number of knives or projecting edges, or 
they may be formed in any other suitable 
manner, The knives of the roll and the 
knives of the casing are not made exactly 
parallel to each other, but with a slight in- 
clination, as illustrated in the diagram, 
Fig. 5, in which the full lines may be taken 
to represent knives of the roll, while the 
dotted lines indicate knives of the casing. 
The knives of the roll or those of the casing, 
or both sets, may be serrated, if found ad- 
vantageous, instead of having continuous 
straight edges; also either or both sets of 
knives may be distributed either uniformly 
or in sets, with intervals. 

The stock is fed into a hopper, 12, at one 
side along with hot water, and the hopper 
communicates with the lower part of the side 
of the casing, so that the materials enter the 
casing with a pressure due to the head of 
the hopper, which pressure may be increased, 
if necessary, in any convenient way. The 
materials tend to rise between the casing 
and roll, this rising movement being aided 
by the centrifugal action due to the rotating 
roll and the conical form of the roll and cas- 
ing, which is widest at the top. In thus ris- 
ing through the engine the material is re- 
peatedly acted on by the knives, and every 
part is subjected to the same amount of ac- 
tion by the knives, so that the half stuff 
formed is said to be of very uniform charac- 
ter. If itis found that the material tends to 
rise too rapidly along the channels between 
the knives 10, the upper parts of these chan- 
nels may be filled to a greater or less extent 
with wood, The action of the apparatus is 
easily regulated by adjusting the roll up or 
down in the casing, while the rate at which 
the material passes through is regulated by 
meansof a valve, 13, through which it is dis- 
charged from the top of the casing. 

The placing of the casing in a vertical po- 
sition, with the larger end uppermost, is a 
practically important feature of this engine, 
and is said to insure uniform action on all 
portions of the material passing through it. 
The rate at which the material gradually 
flows upward, which depends on the head in 
the feeding hopper and the more or less 
open position of the discharge valve, is slow 
enough to allow of the material to be suffi- 
ciently acted upon as it passes from the bot- 
tom to the top of the casing. The casing 
has cast on it brackets, 25, by means of 
which it is supported on an iron framework, 
26 27, screws, 28, being provided for accu- 
rately adjusting and centring its lower end. 
The shaft, 29, of the roll extends out through 
upper and lower stuffing boxes, 30 31, and 
may be driven by means of pulleys and belts 
or by toothed gearing. The lower end of the 
shaft, 29, and its driving details are not 
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the footstep bearing is made adjustable ver- 
tically in any suitable manner, so that the 
roll may be placed higher or lower in the 
casing. The edges of the knives 10 11 are 
made straight, and such as will respectively 
fit concave and convex cones as nearly paral- 
lel as possible to each other, so that with any 
vertical adjustment of the roll the knives ro 
11 will be equally near each other at both 
the larger and smaller ends of the roll and 
casing.

Manufacture of Aluminium Al- 
loys by Electricity. 





In a paper recently read by J. H. Dag- 
ger before the British Association the fol- 
lowing description of the manufacture of 
aluminium alloys in the electric furnace was 
given. The resistance of such alloys to cor- 
rosion were also, as will be seen, adverted 
to. 

Deville’s method, modified 
still the chief of the 
chemical processes for 
the production of alu- 
minium, and is ‘e- 
pendent upon the cost 
of metallic sodium. 
The greatest value of 
aluminium is, however, 
in its alloys, and the 
successful application of 
the intense heat of the 
electric arc to their pro- 
duction on a commer- 
cial scale marks a de- 
parture in electro metal- 
lurgy of which we cannot 
overestimate the impor- 
tance, rendering it pos- 
sible to produce rich 
alloys of this metal at 
half the cost of any 
other method, and so 
widening the field of 
their application to an 
extent hitherto unknown. At the works of 
the Cowles Company, Lockport, N. Y., there 
are in operation fourteen furnaces, the elec- 
tricity for which is generated by three dyn- 
amos, capable of supplying a current of 
3,000 to 3.200 ampéres, and an E. M. F. of 
55 to 60 volts. These furnaces can produce 
2,500 pounds of aluminium bronze (10 per 
cent.) and 1,800 pounds of ferro-aluminium 
(10 per cent.), ora total yield of 430 pounds of 
contained aluminium, per twenty-four hours. 


in detail, is 


The English works of the company, at 
Milton, Staffordshire, contain twelve fur- 
naces, with a 500 horse power dynamo, built 
by Crompton & Co. It furnishes a current 
of 5,000 to 6,000 ampéres, with an E. M. F. 
of 50 to 60 volts. The production of these 
works is 2,300 pounds aluminium bronze 
(10 per cent.) and 1,800 pounds ferro-alumi- 
nium (10 per cent.) per twenty-four hours, or 
410 pounds of contained aluminium, The 
furnaces are rectangular in form and are of 
fire brick; into each end is built a cast iron 
tube through which the carbon electrodes 
enter the furnace; each electrode consists 
ot a bundle of nine carbons, each 2% inches 
diameter, attached to a head of cast iron for 
a ferro-aluminium furnace and of cast cop- 
per for aluminium bronze or alloys contain- 
ing copper. This head is secured to copper 
rods or ‘‘Jeads,” which can be readily con- 
nected with or disconnectéd from the flexi- 
ble cables supplying the current, Each 
cable is secured to slides traveling on an 
omnibus bar of copper overhead, and so can 
be brought into position opposite the fur- 
naces to be used. The electrodes are ar- 
ranged so that it is possible by means of a 
handle and screw to advance or withdraw 
them from each other in the furnace. 


Lining the furnace is the first operation. 
The bottom of the trough is covered with 
a layer of prepared charcoal, the electrodes 
are arranged in the furnace, and a former— 
a sheet iron box without top or bottom, each 
end being arched to fit over the electrodes— 
is inserted. Charcoal is thea rammed into 
the space between it and the fire brick walls. 


shown, being of ordinary construction, and; This done, the charge of ore, mixed with 








coarse charcoal and the metal to be alloyed 


with the aluminium, in form of turnings or 
granules, is placed inside the iron box, after 
which this is carefully withdrawn; the 
space between the electrodes is bridged by 
some broken pieces of carbon, the charge is 
covered with coarse charcoal and the fur- 
nace closed by a heavy cast iron cover hav- 
ing a hole in the centre for the escape of 
gases evolved during the reaction ; the cover 
is luted so as to prevent the entrance of air. 
The commencing current is about 3,000 am- 
péres, and is gradually increased to 5,000 
ampéres. A ‘‘run” occupies about one 
houranda half. The furnace is allowed to 
the next, ready charged, is connected 
with the cables, so that this process is a con- 
tinuous one, the furnaces being successively 
charged and connected. The crude metal 
from the furnace is then remelted 
ordinary reverberating furnace, 
being taken from each run and assayed for 
aluminium.

Aluminium bronze has great 
tensile strength. A bar containing 11 per 
cent. aluminium made by the electric fur- 
nace and tested by the Leeds Forge Company, 
Limited, gave a tensile strain of 57.87 tons, 
or 128,400 pounds, to the square inch. One 
containing 7.5 per cent. aluminium, tested 
by Professor Unwin, broke under 36.78

Another 
alloy made in the electric furnace is silicon 
bronze, which, owing to its great strength 
and tenacity, its resistance to corrosion, 
combined with high electrical conductivity, 
is, perhaps, the best metal extant for elec- 
tric light, telephone and telegraph wires. 





Use of Steam and Water Power 
Combined.

We frequently meet with good and eli- 
gible mill sites in the country located upon 
variable streams which in the summer sea- 
son become so low as to not furnish a suffi- 
cient supply of water during the whole year ; 
and it is often a question with the owners 


the | 


of such sites between the use of water or | 


steam. Where the average supply is suffi- 
cient to run the mill successfully at least 
eight or ten months in the year, there is no 
question as to the propriety of improving 


and utilizing such power. 


It is a well set- | 


tled fact that for general purposes water is 
the cheapest and most economical power ; 
and if a mill can be successfully run eight 
months in the year by water, and for the 
remainder of the year be helped out with 
steam partially or entirely, there is no ques- 
tion but there is more economy in this plan 
than to depend upon steam altogether. 
With saw mills and other wood working es- 
tablishments where the machines are able 
in most cases to furnish an ample supply of 
fuel, there is no question as to the economy 
in using steam power exclusively. But in 
the case of a mill where all the fuel used 
must be purchased, it is quite another mat- 
ter ; and while water is sufficient and avail- 
able, no expense for fuel is required. 

In improving such powers, careful esti- 
mates should first be made of the average 
supply, and a wheel selected no larger than 
is necessary in order to give the requisite 
power and at the same time to utilize the 
water to the best possible advantage ; for it 
is well known to all hydraulic engineers that 
the nearer any turbine 
wheel is run with full 
water the greater per- 
centage of the power of 
the water is obtained ; 
and in such cases a 
wheel having a large 
surplus of power, and 
only requiring a part 
gate when the supply is 
abundant, will be found 
less adequate to utilize 
a smaller supply than 
S one of just sufficient ca- 

pacity to run the mill 
successfully under any 
conditions. Such wheels 
will be found to be better 
able to utilize a small 
supply of water and re- 
turn a better percentage 
of useful effect than lar- 
ger ones.

In arranging a plant 
of this kind where steam is to be used a 
the time, it is always more 
economical to arrange the machinery as 
far as possible so that the engine and 
water wheel may be used in connection 
with each other, or so that one part may 
be run independent of the other, if re- 
quired. Where a steam engine and water 
wheel are used in connection with each 
other, it frequently happens that in times of 
low water the wheel is apt to be neglected, 
and the head allowed torun down. In such 
cases the wheel will lose its speed and not 
run up with the engine, and the consequence 
is that the engine will not only be driving 
the whole mill at the time, but dragging 
In such cases there is 
always a decided loss of power in running 
a wheel engine coupled together ; 
whereas if the engine and water wheel were 
detached from each other and each one 
driving a certain portion of the machinery, 
better results would be obtained, the 
wheel would be more liable to be attended 
to, and the head kept up so that what- 
ever power there might be contained in 
the water may in this manner be the better 
utilized.

The average turbine wheel, provided the 
head is kept up and the loadin proportion to 
the power, as a rule will retain its speed, 
consequently by detaching one from the 
other and each running independent in this 
manner, a small quantity of water may be 
utilized to the best advantage ; and what- 
ever part of the machinery the wheel is able 
to drive under such conditions is so much 
less for the engine, and the less work the en- 
gine is called upon to perform, the less ex- 
pense there will be for fuel. Very few 
streams will be found so variable but that in 
the driest times with the natural flow added 
to that which will accumulate in the pond 
during the night, they will furnish sufficient 
power during the day to do some part of the 
work if used in an economical manner, In 
such cases it is not good practice to use the 
whole supply in one or two hours and then 


shut the wheel down entirely, as is fre- 


quently the case, and then run the whole 
machinery by steam. 

It often happens in times of low water 
that there is nearly water enough to run the 
wheel with all the machinery attached, but 
not quite enough to keep up the head at the 
regular speed. In such cases it is good 
practice to run both powers coupled together, 
and although the engine will do compara- 
tively little work and use little steam, yet it 
acts as a regulator, and by relieving the 
wheel of a small part of the work it enables 
the head to be kept up so that it will follow 
up at its regular speed. I have known of 
frequent instances where steam and water 
have been thus used together for several 
successive weeks with the most satisfactory 
results and at the same time consuming 
only a small quantity of fuel. 

The foregoing remarks, however, are 
more applicable to a-class of mills where 
only one wheel is used; but the same the- 
ory is equally applicable to larger mills 
which use several wheels. Although it 
might be doubtful policy to locate a large 
mill which would require the use of several 
wheels upon a stream of this kind, yet there 
are plenty of large mills upon large streams 
which frequently become so low in dry sea- 
sons as not to furnish the requisite supply 
of water, and steam is often required to 
supply the deficiency. The conditions un- 
der which steam should be applied to mills 
of this class are somewhat different from 
the other, The same arrangements, how- 
ever, for detaching any part of the ma- 
chinery from the wheels should be made as 
in the former case ; but it is not necessary 
in this case to run the engine and water 
wheels coupled together, for whenever the 
supply of water becomes short, so that there 
is not enough to supply all the wheels at the 
same time, then it is more economical to 
shut down one, or more if it is necessary, 
and run that part of the mill by steam, 
using the whole of the water upon the 
others. As a rule, there is no economy in 
running a steam engine and water wheel 
coupled together unless the supply of water 
is sufficient to enable the wheel to do a little 
more than one-half of the work. Whenever 
it falls below that point, I consider it more 
economical and better practice to separate 
them and run each one independent of the 
other, giving the wheel or wheels whatever 
work they may be able to do, and let the 
engine perform the balance. A little care 
and judgment manifested in this respect 
will enable the mill to be run during the 
whole year with comparatively little ex- 
pense.—Mech. News.

Early Paper Mills in New York.

A year or two ago it was chronicled in 
these columns that a paper mill was estab- 
lished in the city of New York in the neigh- 
borhood of Trinity Church ten years before 
the Revolution. This, it is believed, was 
the first in the colony, but it proved unsuc- 
cessful, and no other one was begun in the 
city till five or six years after the war ceased. 

Recent researches have shown that there 
was a mill at Roslyn, Long Island, as early 
as 1773, where a mill is still located. Each 
printer at that day, and for many years 
after, acted as a collector of rags for the pa- 
per mills, and Hugh Gaine, the printer of 
one of the journals in New York, in adver- 
tising for linen rags, says that there had 
been a manufactory recently established, 
the continuance of which would depend 
upon the receipt of rags, which were very 
much wanted, but which 
thrown out of doors or put in the fire.

undertaking, if successful, would be a sav- 
ing to the colony of some hundreds of pounds 
perannum, which had previously been sent 
away. When their cash was transmitted to 
other provinces for paper it did not return to 
them again, For forty years they had been 
dependent on the other colonies.

It avoids “‘ making broken” in the stack, as the doctors prevent the paper from clinging to the rolls, and as the action of the doctors 
upon the individual rolls removes any and all calender spots from their surfaces. the latter are kept in perfect condition, thereby 
preventing defacement or injury to the paper, which would otherwise be the case ; also by keeping the rolls clean, removing all 
dust and grit, the necessity for frequent grinding of the latter is avoided. 
The blower or fan which supplies the air should be located in some place whence cold, moist air can be obtained, and as this cold air is 
supplied through the doctors to the surface of the rolls, the latter are prevented from heating, anda better and more uniform 
surface is given to the paper. 
In operation, the paper is introduced at the top roll and is conducted automatically between the other rolls, emerging from the bottom, 
and can be conducted immediately, without loss, to the reel.

Now that foreign inventors have again 
caught on to American ideas, as shown 
in the illustration of the pulping engine 
on the first page of this issue, it is time 
for us to bring out something new. By 
the way, has the method of setting a Jor- 
dan engine on end ever been tried in this 
country? What do our engine builders 
think of this? 








THE manufacturers of fine writings 
have decided to shut down their mills for 
twelve days. This, it is hoped and expected, 
will relieve the market and get rid of the 
weight of a surplus product. It does not 
seem to have occurred to these manufac- 
turers that by adopting the plan of 
shorter hours asked for by the mill hands 
this present difficulty might have been 
avoided. This idea is thrown out ina 
communication from Holyoke which we 
print on this page. 





THERE must be a great deal of money 
lying idle or getting, at best, small re- 
turns in Great Britain. The desire to 
buy American manufactories is persistent 
and it seems to be quite certain that ne- 
gotiations for several paper mills are well 
advanced. There is one queer thing about 
the English investors, and it is that, 
while they are free traders at home, 
they are protectionists here. It has 
been suggested that these British pur- 
chases are in pursuance of a plan to secure 
large interests in leading industries and 
then to ask for the removal of the tariff. 
This seems to be far fetched. The money 
now going into American manufactures 
exceeds the ability of any clique or body 
of theorists and political economists to 
acquire for such missionary work. 








A RECENT decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States is to the ef- 
fect that where a raised check has been 
cashed by abank, the drawer of th e check 
must make the loss good when it is 
proved that insufficient care was used in 
providing against alteration.

Watermarks.

The vse of paper pulp, and particularly 
wood pulp, for ornamental purposes, as in- 
dicated in the description of the composition 
for moldings which appeared in last week’s 
JouRNAL, is certainly destined to largely in- 
crease, for the material has possibilities in 
it which have been barely touched upon.

THE STRAWBOARD PRODVUC- 
TION. 


Perhaps no department of the paper | 


making industry has given rise to more 
discussion or been of more marked 
prominence in its business arangements 
than the strawboard interest. For a 
number of years competition bore hard- 
ly on the manufacturers of strawboard, 
and at length the cost of production and 
the price of the product were on such 
even terms that it became apparent that 
something had to be done in order to 
prevent loss and utter disurganization in 
this branch of the trade. Agreements 
were made, and the earlier combinations 
proved ineffective, although giving tem- 
porary relief and presenting some hope 
of lasting strength. They ended as they 
began, in straw, and it became apparent 
that stronger ties were needed to holdthe 
manufacturers closely to their organiza- 
tion. By a process of evolution or succes- 
sion of combinations, each in turn taking 
profitable account of former experience, 
the existing strawboard association or, 
in fact, company, was formed, and the 
greater number of manufacturers repre- 
senting the most important proportion 
of the product, became members of 
an organization under which the output 
is regulated and the competition of un- 
profitable or useless mills is disposed of. 
A regular and steady line of quotations 
is one of the results, and we believe that 
it cannot justly be said that the price of 
strawboards’ has ,been fixed at a price 
not warranted by the conditions of man- 
ufacture or the requirements of the mar- 
ket. 

With this prefatory remark we shall 
proceed to review the features of the 
strawboard trade in its relation to 
producing capacity and output, with 
comparisons of the growth of the in- 
dustry.

Several mill owners in this State and in 
Massachusetts have been approached on the 
subject, but up to this writing there has 
not been any definite result. There has 
been some ‘‘chin music,” but no show of

Electricity in the Engine Room.”

In your issue of the gth inst. James F.

dynamo, it is necessary to give to the 
brushes to prevent sparking. 

In the paragraph immediately preceding 
Fig. 13 he further says: ‘‘It is not very 
easy to expiain that 10 volts pressure means 
the same as forcing 10 (ten) ampéres of cur- 
rent through ro ohms resistnace.” If he is 
reported correctly I must concede it would 
be very difficult indeed to make any such 
explanation.

The Carmichael Forgeries. 





The story of the forgeries with which 
Daniel Carmichael, paper maker, Amster- 
dam, N. Y., stands charged, grows slowly 
and it will be some time apparently before 
the full extent of the forgeries is known. 
John Carmichael gave up his fortune in an 
endeavor to save his brother and the honor 
of his family. 
make an assignment to J. T. Stewart. 
attorneys say that his personal liabilities 
were not more than $30,000. Other liabili- 
ties to the extent of $115,000 were assumed 
by him when his brother Daniel transferred 
to him the Forest Paper Mill. In the assign- 
ment of John Carmichael the preferences are: 
First, the employees of the assignor; this 
amount small. Second, the following credi- 
tors of John Carmichael himself : 
tional Bank, Amsterdam, four notes of the 
assignor, $2,500 each; Farmers’ National 
Bank, Amsterdam, various notes aggregat- 
ing $20,000 ; A. V. Morris, note of assignor, 
$227.50; Henrietta P. Carmichael, notes of 
assignor, $3,200; Jane Carmichael, notes of 
assignor, $3,300; Jane Hill, notes of assignor, 
$2,000, and notes for various small sums. 
The whole will aggregate more than $45,000. 
Third are ‘‘the lawful claims and demands 
of the several persons and corporations for 
promissory notes made by Daniel Carmichael 
that have been indorsed by the assignor, 
John Carmichael, for the accommodation of 
the maker, upon which John Carmichael 
may be legally liable as indorser—all such 
notes held or discounted by the Farmers’ 
National Bank of Amsterdam, Merchants’ 
National Bank of Amsterdam, First National 
Bank of Amsterdam and A. V. Morris’ 
Bank of Amsterdam.” It is claimed that 
Daniel Carmichael is a forger for about 
$200,000, as far as known, about one-half of 
which is on his brother. 

Investigations into the forgeries show that 
the Albany National Exchange Bank has the 
Carmichael paper to the extent Of $34,000 ; 
the Schenectady Bank, $800; the Utica City 
National Bank, two notes of $1,500, signed 
by John Carmichael and John McFarlin 
the Canajoharie Bank, $3,000 ; the Mohawk 
River Bank, at Fonda, $2,000; the Glovers- 
ville. Bank, . $2,500; Howard Kennedy, 
broker, $9,000 ; the Amsterdam banks, $60,- 
ooo, indorsed by John Carmichael and Mr. 
McFarlin. The $2.000 held by the Fonda 
Bank is said to be straight paper. The total 
of the above figures is $114,300. 

The forgeries of John Carmichael’s name 
are given out as amounting to $100,000. 
John McFarlin is down for from $40,000 to 
$50,000, and for various smaller sums are 
given the names of Janeway & Carpenter, of 
New Brunswick ; Carey Brothers, of Frank- 
ford, Pa.; William Campbell, of New York, 
all paper stainers, and H. G. Craig & Co., of 
New York. The forger had for years en- 
joyed extensive dealings with these firms, 
and he had handled the notes of most of 
them, so that when.he, as is alleged, forged 
them he had the chance to perfectly imitate 
the signatures. The forgeries have probably 
been going on for years. Daniel Carmichael, 
the forger, was placed under arrest by a de- 
tective, on a charge preferred by the Albany 
National Exchange Bank. His physical con- 
dition is such that he cannot be moved. The 
detective has him under constant surveil- 
lance. 

He stays at his residence nights. An- 
other detective was sent to Amsterdam 
by the Utica banks to arrest Carmichael, 
but finding him the prisoner of an Al- 
bany officer he returned to Utica by the 
first train. 

The forgeries were discovered accidental- 
ly through a note which bore the alleged 
signature of H. G. Graig & Co., and in- 
dorsed by Davis W. Shuler. The signature 
was immediately pronounced a_ forgery. 
Evidence pointed directly toward Daniel 
Carmichael, as the guilty man, and when 
confronted by this evidence he at once con- 
fessed. Investigations followed, and forged 
notes to the extent of $31,600 were brought 
to light. He said that was all there was of 
it, and his brother John, his maiden sister 
Jane and his cousin James C. Miller put in 
equal parts to take up the forged paper, and 
keep the matter secret. Daniel transferred 
the Forest Paper Mill to John for $91,000, 
John assuming all liabilisies. These liabili- 
ties and the forgeries of his name sent 
John to the wall. 

No one seems to know where the money 
went. One gentleman speaking of it said: 
**In the first place he owed for a considera- 
ble share of his own interest in the paper 
mill, when for $40,000 he bought out the 
Stewart heirs several years ago. Then 
he put about $35,000 into new machin- 
ery and other improvements, which it 
was absolutely necessary for him to make in 
order to compete with other manufacturers. 
Furthermore, he has continually been en-

last February he putin a Corliss engine that 
cost $5,000. He had to build a new dam a 
few years ago, and that cost him thousands 
of dollars. Altogether that plant has cost 
Daniel in the neighborhood of $200,000, and 
he was carrying most of it as a burden of 
debt. Add the interest of that amount to 
the yearly expenditures for repairs and im- 
provements, and he had more of a load than 
he could carry. He kept sinking under it, 
and he was every year pressed further and

The mill, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, was a profitable one, but it was 
being run on a $200,000 basis. The yearly 
profits of the mill are estimated at fromm

financially when he bought out his former 
partner, Stewart. He was unable to pay 
promptly for stock, but gave notes at three and 
four months. Sometimes these notes went to 
protest, and Daniel’s credit fell. As a result

THE PAPER TRADE.—The question of 
shutting down the mills making tub sized 
and loft dried paper has at last been settled, 
for at a meeting of the manufacturers in 
that line held on Thursday it was decided 
to shut down for three days, beginning with 
Thanksgiving, and for nine working days, 
beginning with December 23. This action 
is looked upon with favor by both manufac- 
turers and dealers, who believe that it 
will steady the market and strengthen 
values. Book papers are in fair call, 
but the market is not active. Among 
the makers and jobbers of News there 
has been considerable talk over the proposed 
purchase of several of the leading mills 
running on this grade. Three New York 
State and several Eastern news mill owners 
have been approached, and in one case it is 
said that the negotiations have progressed 
so far that the attorney for the company has 
sailed for Europe to look after the com- 
pany’s interest. There is, however, no defi- 
nite information in the city as to the affair. 
Manillas are unchanged. There is a very 
fair business doing, but prices are not any 
stronger or higher. All jute papers remain 
at former figures. Strawboards are moving 
freely, and the volume of business in Straw 
Wrappings is the average one for this period. 


JUTE BUTTS.—The market is quiet and 
without any features. Small sales are being 
made, and we hear of 500 bales in lots going 
at 1c. 

WOOD PULP.—There is a very fair call 
for domestic ground wood, and sales are re- 
ported at 1c. delivered. Some mills are 
selling f. o. b. at the mill, and on this basis 
their figures are .go@rc. 


WOOD FIBRE.— Domestic makers of 
Chemical Fibre are busy, and their product is 
well under control of orders.

Co. speak of the Liverpool market as fol- 
lows : ‘‘A steady market for chemicals is 
noted, but no large business is reported. On 
the spot Carbonated Soda Ash is unobtain- 
able, and at the moment there is nothing of- 
fering for the balance of this year, Caustic 
Ash is quiet, but steady at 1d. to 1%d., ac- 
cording to brand and quantity. Offers of 
1-16d. for 58 per cent. Carb. Ash for deliv- 
ery the first six months of 1890 have been 
refused by one maker. Soda Crystals con- 
tinue scarce and firm at £2 15s. Caustic 
Soda is a shade firmer this week, 70 per 
cent. selling at £7 5s. to £7 7s. 6d., and not 
easy to buy at the lower figure. For 60 per 
cent. £6 8s. 9d. to £6 10s. is asked, and 74 
per cent. has been sold at £8, and 2s. 6d. 
advance is now asked; 70 per cent. is sell- 
ing for £9. Bleaching Powder is very 
scarce, and though a little has been done 
this week at £6 17s. 6d., there are now no 
sellers at under £7, and it is difficult to get 
anything for prompt delivery. Chiorate of 
Potash is weaker, and resales have been 
made at 5d., while makers still quote 54d. 
Bicarb. Soda is in small compass, and £5 
per ton is the lowest price for 1 cwt. kegs, 
with usual allowances for larger packages. 
A meeting of the salt decomposers is to be 
held here on the 8th inst. to consider the po- 
sition for next year. Some makers seem to 
think that the bleach combination wi!l be 
patched up after all, but the general opinion 
is that there is very little chance of this 
being effected.”” Bleaching Powder is weak, 
and it has not strengthened the market to 
know that the effort to revive the Bleach As- 
sociation has proved unsuccessful, owing to 
the strong opposition of some of the leading 
makers. The market is dull. Consumers 
are very cautious about making contracts, 
but some futures have been arranged for at 
1.50c. The spot market ranges 1.70@1.75c. 
Caustic Soda is steady. Caustic Soda Ash 
is firm but quiet, with 48 per cent. ranging 
1.30@1.35c. During the week there have 
been sales of 300 cks.

J. Richard Carter was elected a 
delegate to the Boston Executive Business 
Association to fill the vacancy caused by the 
expiration of Charles A. Dean's term of 
membership in that body. 

Communications were received and read 
by Secretary Forsyth from the Paper Trade 
Club, of Chicago, and the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, of St. Louis, asking that the Boston 
Paper Trade Association memorialize Con- 
gress to have the world’s fair held in those 
cities. The association not being able to 
indorse the claims of one city over the other, 
and feeling that Boston itself would be the 
best place in which to hold the world’s fair 
of 1892, referred the matter to its executive 
committee with full power to locate the fair 
in the city of Boston. 

President J. P. Higgins then presented 
to the meeting E. C. Rogers, president of 
the American Paper Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, at the same time paying a pleasing 
tribute to the guests of the evening and ex- 
tending. to the members present a hearty 
welcome to the festive board, for it had 
been several months since the association 
had enjoyed a reunion.

and for washing purposes. 


Putting aside the above aspects of commercial economy, which, of course, are the 
principal aspects of the case, the actual steam economy I find to be very good, con- 


sidering the subdivision of power among a namber of 
small steam engines. 


From various experiments I find that the dross 
burnt is equal to just fully three pounds per horse 
power per hour, and one and an eighth pound per 
pound of finished paper turned out from beaters 
driven by Westinghouses. 

There seems to be every likelihood of this being 
improved upon, as the engines evidently take less 
steam every month they are at work. This is proba- 
bly due partly to the fact that the pistons and 
cylinders are taking on a high degree of finish, and 
rapidly assuming a mirror-like surface. There is 
considerable saving in mechanics’ work and over- 
time, as having no engine brasses to take up, no 
glands to pack, no valves to adjust, and none of the 
many little things which require constant attention in 
ordinary steam engines.
